Previons History of the Muarderer,

Joxeph Wiiliams, the galltyy man, acoording
to the account which he gave your correapon-
dont, was born a slave, In Clurloston, South
t'umhrm. nud had reached the nge of thinly-
nine years. When elghtean yonrs old he lefnt
Charleston, and, stil 1u boodege, lived drst o
Buvanopal and then jla Montgomery, Moblle,
and New Orlesns, Severnl years beforethe war
bhe contrived to esenpo Ironi slavery, golog first
to New York elty, and subsegquently to Canada,
Retarnlog tothe Unlied States, ho llved a while
in Boston and Salem, Mass,, «anil New York oity,
and then concluded (o return to the Soulbh,

At the time the war broke out he
was employed as & sugar haud on a plantation
fifteen miles from New Orleans, After the oo-

cupillon of New Orleans by the Federal wroops,
bie returned to that oity, and served for nearly
three years as the body servant of different
srmy officers, About three rymm ago he eame
North with Major L. Ward, of New York, whose
servant he bLad been for over a year, and for
about the same period malmruwnuy ne acted
as conobhmnn to Mr, Willlam Ward, the father
of the Major, who reslded at No. 23 West Bix-
teenth streot.

After leaving the service of Mr. Ward, he re-
mained for several months in New York oity, o
greal portion of the time in ldieness, About a
year ago he oameé to Miladlesex egounty, of
which New Brunswilolk ls the capltal, and thare
earned a livelihood for some iime by calting
wood and working ont by the day as & farm
band. At the time of

The Murder of John Heddlek,

Willlams was at work in the woods, in Monroe
townslup, some fifteen miles r.om thls plaose,
He restded In n samall house, o portion of which
whi occupled by his fellow-lnvorer, Reddielk,
and the wife of Lhe latter. It appearsthat Red-
dick and Willlams did not agree very well, and
frequent quarrellings were tue resnlt, in which,
accurding o Willlams' neeonnt, Reddlek always
eame out best. On the day of L muarder, Wil-
lHams had a dispute with m&um
wite concerning an iron dinnerdtetils, the
point nt {ssue belng as to whose dinner should
firge be cooked in 11, Reddick was about to in«
terfere ln bebulf of his wile, when the anger of
Willlams was aroused. The latter sald he had
made up his mind to have no more guarrels
with Reddiok, feeuuf quite sare that e would
get worsted, especlally as he was at the time
suffering from lameness in one of his feet, So
he made np his mind to pat his hated antago-
nist out of the way without any 1ore ceramony,
Golog to hils own room, he procured a loaded
5un,and then slepnad ant of doors, telling Red-

lcie to step out and he would settle the trouble
about the kettle, He then deliburately fired ot
his antogonist, and the latter fell, sarviviog
ll::m! enough o utter the simple words, “Good-

ye.”

Willlams Gives Himuelf Up,

Having thus taken upon himsolf the gulll of
muarder, he determined to give blmsell ap to
the oficers Of the luw,. He had ample opporiu-
nity 1o escape, He the reputatlon of the
murdered mon was guite bad, and no great
exertions wonld probanly have been talkken to
bring his murderer to Justice. Willlams, ac-
cording to the determinntion which be formed
from the first, Soughl out a magistrate and re
quested to be placed uander arreat tor the mur-

er of Reddlek, saylug *I have sbotthe d—d
nigger,” But the magistrate was too lneredn-
lousto belleve this story, and polltely requested
Willlams to “Go to the Devil, and where shoot
more of them !"

The guilty man appealed Lo another officer of
the law, with the same result as before, and not
notil he bad crossed the line into Monmozth
connly did he succeed in placing himself under
Arrest

Belng condneled to New Brouswick, he was
lodged In Jull untll the April term of court, at
which bis trinl took place. Avresably Lo his
persistent purpose from Lhe flrst, he enterod a
plea of “gullty,” but the Conrt refused 1o recolve
it, and Lthe plena was retracted, ‘'he trial, how-
ever, wis é mere lormality, elthoagh Williams
wus ably and zoalously defended; and having
been found gullty of marder 1o the fivet degces,
e wos sentenced to be bung on the Sunof July,

The Prisoner’'s Demeavor

sinoo his trial wons entlrely consistent with his
purpose in surrendering blmself to the ofileers
of the Inw. He clelmed greut oredit for tuls
act, garing that he had aéted from frst to last
the part of un honest man., He was attended
during bis imprisonment by the Rev, C, 1.
Poge, pastor of tha leat.nquae; Bapulst Chuarch
in n nelghboring township. Fith his nplruuni
adviser, and, indeed, with anll who visited him,
he talked freely and capdidly expressingia firm
belief in the mercy of God and the mediation
of theBaviour. In allthis he appeared to be so
enthusiastically slncera that It seemed Impossl-
ble to doubt the truthifulness of hils assump-
tions, When conversing on rellzions subjeols,
his face would almost giow, and his eyes would
be uptorned with an éxpression of unwavering
falth. Last evening he sald to your corres-
poundent, ‘*The time 1s shorl, I know; butit's
too long—too iong. Toemorrow morning I shnll
see Jesus! Tols tlme to-morrow 1 shall be
climblng Jacob's Indder."

Ig peawon he was very large nnd stout, mea-
suring about five feel sleven Inches, and welgh-
ing mearly ome hunpdred and nlnely poands.
His fentures were small, and rather intalligent,
Lis bhalr shore and erlsp, nnd his complexion
that of o full-blooded Alrican,

The Prisoner Conducted to the Gallowa,

The indletinent, nnd Lhe Lransoript of the pro-
esedings nt the teind, wore then rénd in the heap-
iog of the prisonsr, after which e was vons-
dueted from hisoell, his hands belog pinlonoed
bebind his ok, and the blaok cap partially
drawn down over his hend, Passing the cell of
Bridget Durgun, Willlins paused and oom-
menced exhorting bher to prepste for the fate
awnliing her.

Launched into Eternity.

Fyeryllilng being prepared, the Sherlf, J
Mpnuing Clarkson, himsell eat the rope, at 28
minutes before 11 o'clock; and the body of Jo-
seph Willlams was lifted several foet In the alr
and descended Lo within & short distance of the
ground. Death resulled instantly, and onoce

About 200 persons were present in the prison
yard, but befors the body was oat down the
miiltary were admitted to view it on the gnl-
lows, and alter them the outslde crowd, num-
bering several hundred, aod including a nam-
ber of ladies.

Foster, and
her ehild, an infant about ive montbs old, and afer
snaiching the chald from her arms sod killlng It
murdersd the mother. A younger daughier ol the
family canght up & chlld and stared W ron away
{from the scene, when she was firvd opon by the mla-
creants, and berself and the ehlld both woundad,
Bhe conti*ued on her way. however, without belug
further molesied, and sucoeeded in reaching a neleh-
bor’s Louse some two nilles agd u ball distant from
the scene ol the murder.

MURDER IN INDIANA COUNTY.
—— e
An O0ld and Respectable Citizen Muvrders

His Son-in-Law—-The Perpetrater in

Custody.

The Indiana (Pa.) Demooral of this week gives
the following detnlls of an atrocious murder
perpetrated In that county: — *“1he peacefal
commuuity in the neighbornood of the village
of Washipgton, ln Canoe township, was startled
on Monday last by the commission of a ool
and dellberste marder, perpetrated by an old
and respectable cltizen upon the person of hls
own son-in-law. The murderer is Nicholas
Vandevinder, and his victlm John B, Bowears,
It_appears that some time ago Vandevinder
divided his property between lils two sons-in-
law, the deceased, John B, Bowers, and Ell
Milier, with the understanding that Bowers,
who had got the home farm, was to keep him
during his life. Lalely Vandevinder became
dissatisfled with his treatiment, nllexlmf that
he was persecuted and treated narshly by
Bowers and bis family. This at length so
preyed upou him that bhe formed a dellberate
purpose to kill Bowers,

“On Monday morning last, after Bowers had
left the house and gone toa fleld a short dis-
tance off, accompanled by hls two Little sonas,
for the purpose of ploughling corn, Vandeviander
ocoolly and dellberutely loaded his rifle, n most
formidable looking lostroment of death, and
followed him. Couceniing himself in A fenoce
corner, Vandevinder walted untll Bowers
EMG hlm, when takiog deliberatealm heshot

im down, the bull sntering hls left side, kill-
jog him (nstantly. Tihe morderer then went to
the house and packed a few olothes in his
saddie-bags, and taking hils gun with him fled
in the direction of this place, taking the road
leading 1o Plumville, whieli place he reached
in the evening, a distance of about 20 mlles.
After the murder the little boys of Bowers,
who witnessed the shooting, gave the alarm,
and lmmedlate pursult of the murderer was
made. Mr. Samuel Neal, & near neighbor of
Bowers, followed close npon the track of Yan-
devinder, ond arrived at Plamville about an
hour after him. He proeared the assistance of
Mr. T, H. Wynkoop, and Usptain John Sutwon,
who arres and broaght Vandevinder Lo tawn
and committed him to fall. This s aclroum-
siantial aceonnt of the affuir, as detalled by Mr.
Neal, and fally susisined by the admlsslons of
the prisoner,

“The prisoner is a fine-looking old man, aged
about fity-nine years, and has héretofore borne
an irrepronchable character, The deceased was
apparent o gulet, elvil young man, aged proba-
bly about thirly-five years, usnd leaves a wile
and geveral children to mourn his loss. The
murder appears to have been parpetrated coolly
and detiberately, and Vandevionder when ar-
rested did not deny the killing, but admitted it
and detalled all the partigulars, He appears Lo
have buen go exasperated at Bowers' conduet
that his passions overeamo his reasnon entirely,
and he aven now does not realize fully his des-
perate eondition,"
